Document 1 discloses a feature whereby gum arabic 
with a drying loss of 50% by weight or less is heated to 
a temperature of 60 to 140°C under low pressure 
conditions in order to obtain modified gum arabic (claims 
and paragraph [0004]), and further indicates that said 
modified gum arabic suppresses coloration and exhibits a 
superior emulsif ication power (paragraph [0004] and the 
examples) . However, document 1 does not disclose the 
feature wherein gum arabic is dried until the dry weight 
thereof is 3% or less or the feature wherein gum arabic
